i economic spring is coming to the Canadian Arc- 


tic. The "ice" of lack of knowledge and dark Polar 


mystery is rapidly being broken up, and the idea of use- 
less, frozen wastes is plain out-of-date. 


In fact, the vast, unknown Arctic is now just a ro- 


mantic myth. During the last 25 years the northern 
regions of Canada have been methodically investigated 
and explored to such an extent that they are better 
known at present than parts of provinces further south. 


Arctic Canada has, first of all, been systematically 


mapped, with the help of aerial photography of the 
whole land area. Hydrographers have charted the 
coasts and coastal waters, and geologists on 'and have 
probed rock and soil. Glaciers and icefields have been 
studied by one band of specialized scientists, the llora 
and fauna by another. 


Perhaps the most intensive and sophisticated re- 


search program is the many-sided Polar Continental 
Shelf Project. It began in 1959 and is still active across 
the great, frozen flank of Canada's north western ex- 
tremities, 
in 50-below-/ero 
temperatures. 
Among 


masses of scientific data has emerged the fact that very 
extensive oil deposits are lying under the Arctic islands 
and mainland. 


Research and studies have involved hundreds of 


millions of dollars, and many thousands of Canadians — 
most employed by the federal government, but many 
of them private air survey teams, crews of chartered 
commercial ships, and, recently, private oil seekers and 
mining prospectors. A lot of cold fingers and noses 
perhaps—but it seems to have broken the ice once and 
for always.

Cappon, are getting the feeling 
that newsmen are responsible 
for events. People feel the fore- 
ed feeding can be stopped by cen- 
sorship or by a "new journal- 
ism" 
that would humanize hor- 


rors. Cappon acknowledges that 
the press Is a handy target. Any- 
body can lash out at it according 
to liis politics or philosophy or 
simply his gut reaction to too 
many crises. But Cappon thinks 
more news, instead of less, Is 
the duty of the press. 


Keep on telling it like it is, 


he said to Texas newsmen, but 
make a little more sense of it 
by adding depth and detail. This 
is called "investigative report- 
ing." The difference between it 
and the new journalism is that 
you leave your own opinions out 
as much as possible. 


"If we don't give the people 


the facts. . .who will?" Cappon 
asks. True enough. Whether peo- 
ple can enlarge their already 
swollen psychic capacity to take 
In news about the news in any- 
body's guess, but there's little 
doubt that the "psychic rash" Is 
real. 


A diet of crises can turn any 


stomach or mind sour, but this 
is what's happening— race con- 
flict, war, crime, poverty, all 
in extra-large helpings. The 
press doesn't invent it. It can 
give more of the whys and hows, 
per taps, but unless readers are 
looking for more information in- 
stead of less, this prescription 
for "psychic rash" jwpn'Jicur.e » 
anything. 


When the country and world 


solve their problems, the press 
will 
print that, too. — Dallas

"I thought perhaps next to 


that was the day that Apollo 11 
completed its flight and I met 
when it came down to sea in the 
Pacific. 


"But there is no question in 


my mind that for me, personal- 
ly, this is the most exciting, the 
most meaningful day that I 
have ever experienced," Nixon 
said. 


Immediately 
after 
splash- 


down, 
Nixon telephoned 
the 


wives of astronauts Lovell and 
Haise and the mother of bache- 
lor Swigert. He will pick up 
Mrs. Lovell and Mrs. Haise in 
Houston and take them and 
Swigert's parents to Hawaii. 


He also proclaimed Sunday as 


a National Day of Prayer and 
Thanksgiving.
